The Loyns, Hips and Legs ifſued out of the ſides of the Bodies, juſt in the middle, 
where both Bodies were joyned together. 

It was diſſected, and there were found two Hearts, two Livers, and all the inward parts 
complete, as the outward to the Navel, except osly thatit had but two Kidneys. 

T here was but One Sex to both theſe Bodies, which was the Female. 

This Mgnſter lived two days, and during that time” took Suſtenance, It would not 
Suck, but did Eat with both Mouthes ; when the one cried, the other did ſo too, each 
imitating the other in ſeveral actions, and was ſeen alive by many hundreds of the 
neighbouring places, which flocked to ſee ſo ſtrange a Creature. | 

The Mother had one Child more at the ſame time, which was born firſt, and which 
alſo isa Female, and a very comely Child inall proportions, and is yet living.
